Sandra Barkduil’s preliminary campus re - organization proposal 
which will be presented this week 

in their meeting with Johns, the students, Ernie Abshire. Dave 
Wahistrom, Susan Muidown and Victor Cota, discussed the possible 
probiems if the re - organization occurs, including the School of 
Social Work’s loss of autonomy, the possibly detrimental affect on ac 
creditation, an increase in bureaucracy within the school and a pos- 
Sible upset of Affirmative Action goals which could be caused Dy

| Delieve that policy - mak- 
ing without representation is 
tyranny English professor 
Stephanie Antalocy said, as 50 
Supporters trom the student 
body ‘acuity and community 
continued protesting their loss 
of input into the Women’s 
Studies program at a meeting 
Wednesday 

Dean of Arts and Sciences 
Roger Leezer dissolved the 
Women's Studies Board on 
March 17 and establistied a 
Steering committee comprised 
entirely of full - time facuity 
members following the 
resignations of seven of nine 
full time faculty board 
members and one student 
representative 

The core of the dispute 
within the department has been 
identified as an ideological 
difference between faculty 
members on whether the 
womens studies courses 
should be more academi* or 
movement - oriented 

According to Antalocy, who 
teaches a ciass on women in 
erature, there has been a lack 
of communication within the 
program for a long time, which 
has never been completely 
resoived 

The principie of represen- 
ting a constituency has been 
directly violated by both Dean 
Leezer's naming of anew board 
and by the pian to change to 
composition of the board andto 
stop having representation 
from students, university staff

Among these are a few who 
practice a total ensiavement that 








DeTocquevilie termed the 
tyranny of the majority The 
protection of numbers makes it 


easier to be hard How many of us 
side with a majority and find 
security in a blanket of shared 
values, with heads ali around nod- 
ding in approval? Do we dare op- 
pose something so powerful? 
To quote De Tocqueville 

America, the majority :aises for- 
midable barriers around the liberty 
of opinion within these barriers 
an author may write what he 
pleases; but woe to him if he goes 
beyond them _ His political career 
is Closed forever, since he has 
offended the only authority which 
1S able to open it 

The toregoing is 4 little extreme 
but the idea suggests experience 
There are different degrees of 
ostracism, ranging from frequent 
siiences to open persecution 
Authority is not always permanent. 
either’ The door need not be 
closed ‘forever’ That would take 
an act of God 

A worse hazard the 
perpetuation of mediocrity, © old 
rigid assumptions The elements 
of change are often subversive 
and we don't like them because 
they force us off our inert butts 
The more it's resisted, the more 
urgent change becomes. The most 
feared change is true revolutio: 
because it represents a_ real 
departure and not just a shuttle 
betwean popular ideologies 

Another hazard of majority is

Salvador is called ‘Land for the 
Tiller,’ which was the same name 
as in Vietnam,” Fox said.

California history has been 
defined as one of constant batties 
over wa.er rights, according to 
George Baker, who has exten- 
sively reported on water issues for 
the Sacramento Bee 

Throughout California's his- 
tory, “water defiés gravity and 
flows uphill straight to money 
Baker said Apri! 7 at a wate 
politics symposium sponsored by 
Friends of the River and the 
Students for Economic Democ- 
racy 

Baker outlined the history of 
water in California, from the con- 
troversial project transferring 
water from the Owens Valley into 
Los Angeles. to the currently con 
troversial Peripheral Canal 

Water development was far 
less controversia! than it is now 
Baker said, adding there were 
fewer economic factors figuring in 
California's earlier water history 

Gov. Brown's administration 
determine’ a water transfer facility 
was necessary to meet state water 
needs and conciuded the 
Peripheral Canal would best meet 
these needs, said Baker 

In late 1979, there was a major 
push in the Legislature for passage 
of SB 200, a proposition, which re 
quired a two - thirds vote, to dam 
the rivers. This, according to 
Baker, afforded greater protection 
for the delta 

Following Gov. Brown's signing 
of SB 200. a citizen's group laun- 
ched a campaign to force a 
referendum. “The situation is ex- 
tremely complicated,’ he said 

Baker contended Gov. Brown 
has become much more tentative 
about the Peripheral Canai issue 
and Lt. Gov. Curb has taken a 

hands off’ .1pproach to the issue 

it never ceases to amaze me 
how the interest groups change 
around, Brown said 

Jerry Merrill, deputy director of 
the State Department of Water 
Resources, concentrated on water 
pricing and water conservation 
throughout Caifornia during his 
part of the symposium 

Water development is a critica} 
issue. There are tremendous dis- 
parities in the cost of water’ 
throughout the state, Merrill said 

Merriil discussed water pricing 
methods used in California 

The “postage stamp theory” of 
water pricing said Merriil 
provides that the cust 
ii a set price rate 
water 


mer

Another water pricing method 
the requires the 
water pay Dasic 
charge and second charge, to be 
measured relative to the distance 
between the water source and the 
consumer. said Merrill 

The possibie increase of water 
costs in the future is making many 
commentators speculate that the 
demand for water will decrease

However, Merrill maintains this 
stand is not accurate 

The Central Valiey Project uses 
one - - fifth of its stored water each 
year, said Merrili. “in real dollars, 
(the cost of water will be) low over 
the next 20 years. (There will be) a 
lack of incentive for water conser- 
vation,” Merrill said 

He continued, “The water dis- 
‘ricts have a one - half water usage 
Statewide Tremendous water use 
(results in a) declining real price.’ 

Ed Smeiloff, spokesman for the 
Campaign for Economic Democ- 
racy, discussed how utility rates 
are structured during his segment 


of the symposium 

According to Smelioff, rates arg-, 
charged in steps. The customeri¢— 
charged a basic rate up to a 
specific amount of eneray con- 
sumption, above which, a different 
rate is charged 

A favorabie 9ad factor 
Smelioff said. is one in which 
energy usage is stable daily An 
unfavorable toad factor fluctuates 
daily 

This “encourages growth in in- 
dustrial customers.” Smelioff said 

In the early 1970s, citizens

The students commented that combining the school while it was 
under probationary accreditation would make “questionable leader- 
ship (within the schoo!) more vague. How can they (an accreditation 
committee) Social Work favorably if it is taken from a school to a 


departrnent,” Muidown said

Citing the university's criminal justice department as having an 
excellent reputation,” Johns said the re - organization could upgrade 
tne Social Work program, making its leadership stronger rather than 


harming it 


The group also said that combining resources would create a layoftt 
situation for faculty and staff on campus According to the students 
the trend of ‘last in, first out" would greatly hamper the university's Af- 


firmative Action program 


Calling the accusation a “cheap shot,” Johns said, “i have no 
problem with Affirmative Action, and | promise that on the basis of the 
re - organization, ‘here will be no layoffs. They may work ina different 
area or under a different title, but there will be no layoffs on that basis.” 

Johns added that any final decision will be based on his evaluation 
of the recommendations, space, budget, personne! and student and 
faculty feedback. Hopefully, a decision will be reached in May, Johns 


said
